rg Conquest and exploitation” is a resounding 
phrase, but it is a thump on an empty barrel in 
this connection. No Republican utterance has 
given the slightest shadow of excuse for the charge 
that it is foolish enough to harbor an intention of 
conquest. We believe that the conquest of Mex- 
ico by the United States might well better the 
actual conditions of the Mexican people and be 
justified In the general interests of civilization, as 
the conquest of Texas, Arizona, New Mexico, and 
California has exemplified. But conquest is neither 
necessary nor politically considerable. Reference 
to it is buncombe, as the anti-interventionists know. 

As for “ exploitation,” a term carrying vague im- 
plications of evil, what does it mean in the con- 
crete? We gather it means that ff an American 
government enters Mexico, and establishes and 
maintains order and a régime of law in lieu of 
guerrilla wartime, devastation, and economic stag- 
nation, foreign capital and enterprise will be en- 
couraged to enter Mexico. It will rebuild and ex- 
tend railroads; it will open up mines; it will im- 
prove highways, develop agriculture and grazthg 
on a modern plane, establish banks, extend street 
railways, electric light, telephone and telegraph, in- 
troduce sanitation—in short, do in Mexico what 
capital and enterprise, to a substantial extent for- 
eign, did for the “ exploitation ” of the territory and 
resources of the United States. 

The anti-interventionist use of the term “ ex- 


ment will be, in Mexico, something hurtful to the 
Mexican people, though it was not hurtful to us. 
The implication is that the Mexicans will be robbed 
of great wealth. The facts are that the Mexican 
people have never enjoyed the wealth of the coun- 
try, and after centuries of national life show no 
capacity for making use of it. The only develop- 
ment which has come to Mexico has been that of 
the foreign enterprise encouraged and protected by 
Porfirio Diaz. The only progress its people have 
known has been by way of this foreign “ exploita- 
tion ” of which the anti-interventionist would make 
a moralist’s nightmare. 

Intervention, if it takes place, will be the resort 
of a government compelled by conditions more in- 
sistent than those of Cuba under Spanish rule, con- 
ditions which gost the lives of our own people in 
Mexico and within our own border, which threaten 
serious complications with foreign powers, which 
create universal misery and demoralization among 
the Mexican people themselves and block the path 
of civilization in a land which but for Mexican mis- 
rule would be one of the most fortunate on the 
globe. 

The American people have ‘no desire to intervene 
in Mexico with an armed force. But we do not : 
think they are so stricken with admiration for the 
Mexican policy of Mr. Wilson or its effects that 
they will be guided by generalities about “‘ conquest 
and exploitation” when the hopelessness of Mex- 
i¢an conditions, the safety of American citizens, 
the international responsibilities of the United 
‘States, and the substantial interests of our people

MISUNDERSTANDING ABOUT 
INSURANCE REINSTATEMENT. 
Regardless of the fact that full details 
have been made public about the rein- 
statement of the government insurance, 
hundreds of ex-service men are under 
the impression that every man's lapsed 
government insurance policy had to be 
reinstated by July 1. Such is not the 

case. 

Those men who have been discharged 
more than eighteen months and have let 
their insurance lapse had to make their 
fblnstatement before ‘July 1 or lose the 
insurance. 

All of the literature sent out by the 
war risk insurance bureau states clearly 
that any ex-service man may reinstate 
his lapsed insurance within eighteen 
months after discharge or by July 1, 
1920, whichever is the later date. 

Thousands of men who have not becn 
discharged eighteen months yet have the 
remainder of the period in which to make 
reinstatement, 

It 1s not too late unless the ex-service 
man has been owt of the ferviog more 
than éighteen months. 

It is to the interest of every man car- 
rying the government inSurance to re- 
instate and convert his policy as soon 
as practicable for him. to do so. 

The war risk insurance bureau in the 
Stock Exchange building, Chicago, will 
continue its services for the ex- service 
men. The insurance section of the cen- 
tral war department, 230 East Ohio 
Street; the Buck Privates’ society, 125 
North Clark street, and the American 
Legion headquarters, 111 West Washing- 
ton street, will also be ready to take 
care of any men wishing to make 
changes in their insurahce.

The journey should take three hours 
and a half, instead of five or six days 
by train. 

The French have a military aero 
nautical mission here which is going 
to establish an airplane service in the 
near east, the service later to be 
turned over to civilians. They are 
building a, permanent field at St. Ste- 
phano, thirty minutes’ ride on the sub- 
urbag train. They have not begun a 
regular service, but express a willing- 
ness to take passengers almost any- 
where they wish to go. Several of 
their pilots are leaving in a few days 
for Parig to return with two planes 
which carry ten passengers each. 
With these they hope to open a Paris- 
Constantinople service—ten hours, in- 
stead of from nine days up. 

I have found that the Near East Re-

and a half quarts of fish oil, three 
quarts of coal oil, three quarts of 
whale oil, and one and a half quarts 
of oll of tar. Soap is added so it will 
adhere to the cow’s coat. _ 

For this arnfount of material use 
about three pounds of laundry soap dis- 
solved in warm water. Then pour in 
the above ingredients after they have 
been thoroughly stirred, and bring the 
whole up,to thirty gallons by adding 
warm soft water. Dairymen claim this 
spray will kep. off the flies and pre- 
vent the cow’s coat from becoming 
rough, and thirty gallons will be 
enough to spray twenty cows twice a 
day for twenty days. 

It should be applied with an ordi- 
nary spray. This is usually done in 
the morning just before the cows are 
turned out in the pasture, and again 
in the evning when they are brought 
back to the barn. Spray all parts of 
the al.

Raw Carrot in Salads. 


If raw carrot is used in a salad it 
should be a fresh and unwilted vegeta- 
ble. More than that, a salad con- 
taining raw carrot ‘should be served 
as soon as it is mixed. A carrot con- 
tains over 88 per. cent water and after 
it has been put through a food chop- 
per so much surface is exposed to the 
air that evaporation of the moisture 
takes place rapidly. 

The carrots this year, besides being 


costing four times as much as we ever 
used to think of paying, seem to be 
rather full of fiber, instead of being al- 
most as soft as the flesh of an apple. 

One of the war time carrot salads 
reads: One cup carrots, one cup cel- 
ery, one cup of peanuts, one cup cooked 
salad dressing. Put through the finest 
knife of the meat grinder carrot, cel- 
ery, and peanuts. Add cooked dress- 
ing, serve on lettuce leaves.
